Lug land’s Military Leaders. 
The commander ln-cbief of the British 
army is the Duke of Cambridge The duke 
ta the grandson of George III, and was 
boro rn 1819. He became a major general 
in 1845. After active service m tne Crimea 
he was appointed to his present position in 
1856. He was made a field marshal in 
1802. The duke is well up in the theory 
and detail of his profession ; but of course 
bis position is owing entirely to royal con­ 
nection. 
The man who is named for the command 
of England's active field army, in the event 
of war with Russia, is Baron Napier, of 
Magdala, who is a real soldier indeed. Hts 
name is R >bert Cornelius Napier, and he 
was born in Ceylon in 1810. His father 
was Maj *r C. P. Napier, of the royal artil­ 
lery. His son was educated at the Military I pooUii 
College 
at 
Addiscombe. 
In 
1826 
he 
entered 
tho royal engineers as 
second 
lieutenant. * 
For 
mauy 
years Baron Napierfbnlliantly and gallant* 
ly served in India and was two or three 
times wounded. His Indian service began 
lo 1645. He was particularly distinguish­ 
ed in the action leading to the first relief of 
Lucknow aud subsequent operations. At 
the siege and capture of Luckoow he was 
brigadier and chief engineer. Baron Na­ 
pier was also conspicuous in the Chinese 
war in command of a division, aod was 
promoted major general. In 1867 be was 
made a lieutenant general and commanded

About iweJve years ago, Mrs. Weis, an 
estimable lady, aged about SC1, died at her 
borne near this city, and her remains Were 
interred on the farm of a relative, Mr. Jac* 
ob Kippl, about two and a-fiali miles north 
ol Foil Wayne.
